CROWDS SEE PISTOL BATTLE 


Bullets Fly in Broadway as Robber 
Seeks Theatre— 
Tries to Murder Policeman.

As the result of a Greek bandit’s at- 
tempt to rob two messerigers of the 
Bank of the Metropolis, 31 Union 
Square,.of $4,000 in the downtown side 
of the Fourteenth ‘Street subway station 
yesterday afternoon, Allan Gardner, 18 
years old, one of the messengers, and 
the would-be robber, George De Brosa, 
are dead. W. F. Orleman, the other 
messenger, shot De Brosa with the ban- 
dit’s own pistol. 

The two messengers, carrying between 
them a bag containing the money, were 
walking toward the ticket booth on the 
mezzanine floor of the.station when De 
Broésa stole un behind.and shot Gardner 
in the back .of the head. Dropping ‘his 
gun and standing over the body of the 
boy, the rabber seized the bag with both 
h 5, jerked it away from Orleman and 
up the stairway. 

Orleman had jist reached into his 
pocket for a dime to buy the Subway 
tickets when he heard the shot and felt 
his hand strap on the bag tear. He 
turned in time to see a man wearing a 
blue overcoat and cap, run. up the stairs 
with the satchel in one hand, and a sec- 
ond revolver in the other. 

Without waiting to assist his com- 
panion or even to pick up the gun the 
hold-up man ‘had dropped, Orleman 
pursued the Greek. Half way.up the 
stairs De Brosa turned and fired, the 
bullet ripping through the veivet col- 
lar of Orelman’s overgoat an inch from 
his neck. 


Draws Third Pistol. 


Béfore. the robber could snap the 
trigger again Orleman’ threw both arms 
around him, tore the bag from his 
hand, and seized the’pistol.. As the 
Greek tore. himself away he drew a 
third pistol from a pocket of his over- 
coat, squatted at the top of the stairs, 
and taking deliberate aim, fired again 
at Orleman, who had fallen on the 
steps. The bullet struck 4 ‘This Way 
Downtown” sign. Kneeling. on the 
steps, Orleman fired the revolver he 
had wrenched from the bandit, the 
bullet striking him in the hip and 
bringing him to his’ knees. 

Jumping to his feet the robber darted 
around a subway construction shanty 
in Union Square and‘ ran across Four- 
teenth Street, turning again to exchange 
shots with Orleman, who, still holding 
the bag by its torn straps, was gain- 
ing on the wounded man. Policeman 
Graney of Traffic Squad B, at Four- 
teenth Street and Broadway, where the 
streets are always jammed with traf- 
fic and pedestrians, saw the.two dodg- 
ing tars and automobiles and shooting 
at each other, and took up the chase.

The Ford peace expedition. will sail 
from Hoboken for Burope at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. At 9 o’clock last night 
the number of guests, certain to g0, 
was given as 140, including f:fty-four 
newspaper correspondents and _ three 
moving picture photographers. 

Mr. Ford. said that at no time since 
he announced ‘the organization of the 
peacé mission had the question of -post- 
poning the pilgrimage for even a few 
days been discussed. He received his 
passport yesterday and announced that 
on Thursday night he had made his will 
and had given a power of attorney to 
his son, Edsell Ford, who will-manage 
the motor maker’s affairs here during 


the Buropean trip, 

The expedition, Mr. Ford said, at 8 
o'clock last night, had cost him up to 
that hour, between $50,000 and $60,000. 
He declined to estimate what it would 
cost to complete his program. 

It was also announced that William 
J. Bryan expected to join the patty 
soon, probably when the pilgrimage 
reaches The Hague. This’ information 
was given out by Mr. Bryan himself, 
who has come from Miami, Fla., to bid 
Mr. Ford and his companions godspeed 
on the journey, and to assure them of 
his unqualified indorsement of their 
project. 

Bryan to See Them Off, 


Mr. Bryan will: go-to HobWioken. today. 
and ‘éxpects to shake évery pilgrim by 
the hand. The manufactyrers of war 
munitions, said he, were -the pérsois 
responsible for the ridicule heaped upon 
the ‘Ford scheme. The same sort of 
people, had any’ been on.the Ark, would 
have ridiculed Noah, he added, for send- 
ing out the dove to discover whether 
or not the waters had abated. : 

From sunrise to late-.-at night Mr: 
Ford’s big staff. of secretaries, publicity 
agents, baggage masters; and superin- 
tendents of transportation was kept busy 
arranging the final details for the de- 
parture on the Scandinavian-American 
liner Oscar Ih this afternoon. 

As for Mr. Ford ‘himself, he made it 
his business to keep away ‘from the ho- 
tel most of the day. He hired a Ford 
automobile, motored over to Hoboken, 
inspected the Oscar II., returned to New 
York and spent the rest of the after- 
noon in the downtown business district. 
He had a 2 o’cloek engagement with 
Mr. Bryan, who arrived at the Biltmore 
shortly after the noon hour, and had to 
wait until 6 o’clock before Mr. Ford ap- 
peared for the conference. ‘ 

Accompanied by a former Detroit 
banker, the automobile man called on 
several men in the financial district 
and left behjnd him a much more toler- 
ant attitude toward the mission of the 
Oscar II. He spent a few minutes with 
F. A. Vanderlip at the Nationa) City 
Bank, after which he explained his 
mission to some of the officers. He 
also spent some time with A. J.. Hemp- 
hill, Chairman of the Guaranty ‘Trust 
Company. 

Mr. Ford told them ‘no did not knaw 
how he would mak a start in the work 
of getting the men out of trenches 
after he reached the other side; but 
that he was confident a shipload of 
peace advocates on its way would 
start a discussion among the belliger- 
ents that in itself would play ah im- 
portant part in bringing about a re- 
alization of the folly of prolonging the 
struggle.

TALK OF POSSIBLE TERMS 


Destruction or Surrender of Navy 
One Suggestion—Foe’s Collapse

LONDON, Saturday, Déc. 4.— The 
German wireless message concerning the 
forthcoming Reichstag debate on “peace 
is the subject of much. editorial com- 
ment in London papers and discussion 
as“ to what peace terms are acceptable 
to the Allies. 

The Chronicle insists that, so far as 
Great Britain is concerned, one con- 
dition must be the déstruction or~sur- 
render of the German Navy. It sug- 
gests that Germany’s land neighbors 
may justifiably feel the same. in, regard 
to, the vast°German: land artillery. ’.The 
editorial goes on: 


“Now evidently these térms cannoti: 


be obtafiried from any Gertiany which 
ig not completely and decisively’. ven: 
quished, or at léast as detisively “as 
France was when Napoleon surren- 
dered. For no less an ending to the 
war than that the Allies must perse- 
vere, and if they do they will attain it. 
Even if all the ailied offensives. next 
Spring failed, Germany would be 
doomed if the Allies held on. 
a foot of German soil being invaded 
she would finally have to surrender. 
Her Government evidently appreciates 
this.” 

‘The Daily. Telegraph remarks: 

“What is known as ‘the German 
wireless ’ is not merely a communication 
which the German authorities have al- 
lowed to pass. It is not only issued 
but carefully compiled by them. It is 
an official document in the fullest sense 
and, therefore, we say that yesterday's 
dispatch must be considered significant 
in the highest degree. 

‘* We are far from suggesting that this 
striking change in the attitude of the 
enemy’s rulers holds out any hope of 
his collapsing suddenly. We merely 
Point to it as evidence that those rulers 
at any rate feel the.tide turning at last, 
as they have long .Known it must turn 
if the Allies held together with unshaken 
purpose. - 

‘*If there is any bargain to be made 
on the strength of Germany’s ‘ successes 
over the whole line,’ it must be done 


before those successes begin to be re- 
versed. That is the explanation of the. 
senténce of the announcement that the 

hancellor has peace conditions to pro- 
pound.”’ 

The Spectator in its issue this week 
says that just as Germany in 1871, 
would conclude peace ,only with a 
French - National . Assembly especially 
appointed for the purpose, with power 
to bind the whole nation, so must the 
Allies not ‘make peace with the Kaiser 
and Junker caste: who made war, but 
with the German people. 

The terms of peace must provide 
security: for the whole world. If the 
German fleet were left intact, the Ger- 
mans, finding-- Europe too hard a nut 
to crack, would turn their eyes on 
America. 

“They would say of the South Ameri- 
can Continent,’ continued. The Spec- 
tator, ‘‘as Marshal Bhicher said . of 
London: ‘ What a-continent to plunder.’ 
Next they would. methodically work out 
plans for Bre conquest. and control of 
South America;—a preliminary, if the 
United States objected, being of course 
the destruction of the American fleet 
and the holding of the great coastal 
cities to ransom.

SUFFERING OF REFUGEES. 


Tramp Through the Snow on Way 
to Belgrade. 


, SEMENDRIA, Serbia, Dec. 1, (by Cou- 
rier to Berlin, Dec. 3, via London, Dec. 
4.)—Refugees daily are streaming back 
from towns south of here, whither they 
fled before the advance of the troops of 
the Central Powers. Nearly 200 people 
boarded a steamer here this morning, 
bound for Belgrade. Fugitives told the 
correspondent of The Associated Press 
that great numbers were on their way 
northward, many of them suffering from 
hunger and cold and tramping through 
the snow with broken shoes. 

The only railroadeavallable comes up 
the Morava Valley to Semendria, and 
the fugitives are transported gratis so 
far as military exigencies permit...

ea The Danube boats transport them 
free to Belgrade. 

Intense cold is reported from the inie- 
rior of Serbia. Even here the tempera- 
ture was 13 degrees below zero, centi- 
grade, last night. Floating ice is begin- 
ning to appear in the Danube, and a 
few more days of temperature iike this 
would make-the task of keeping the 
river navigable difficult. 

Although .the river has been open for 
transportation ‘for about five weeks, 
traffic is not heavy. The. correspond- 
ent saw four convoys going down tné 
river in four-days. All carried military 
goods, so far as could be ascertained.

LONDON, Saturday, Dec. 4.—The sec- 
ord phase of the. Balkan, campaign is 
developing slowly. It is expected, how- 
ever, that the operations against Serbia 
having been concluded, and Monastir 
occupied, the whole Bulgarian Army, 
when the weather permits; will’ attempt 
to drivé the British and French forces 
out of Southern Serbia, while the Aus- 
trians continue their efforts to overrun 
Montenegro, and the Germans, with the 
aid of the Turks, and what Bulgarians 
and Austrians can be: spared, turn their 
attention..to the Russians, who again 
are repomed to have entered Rumanian 
territory on their way to Bulgaria. 

It is reported from ‘France that part 
of the’German Army is going tothe Gal- 
lipoli Peninsula to’ assist the Turks in 
a getreat. effort to drive the Entente 
Allies from the peninsula. This is hard- 
ly credited in military ' circles here. 
where it is not believed that they can 
spare the men, guns, and ammunition 
for such .a venture. The Turks; it is 
true, have been displaying more activity 


recently in the Dardanelles, but this they | 


are believed to have been doing more 
with ammunition which they have been 
collecting during the quiet period. than 
with any fresh supplies from Germany. 


Germans to Mass at Rustchuk. 


Rustchuk, on the Danube west of. the 
Rumanian border, in the epinion of well- 
advised persons here, is to. be the point 
of concentration for the Germans, both 
as a warning to Rumania that it would 
be dangerous for her to join the Entente 
Allies and to meet any Russian advance.

GREECE SENDS BILL TO US. 


Wants Us to Pay $100,000 Owing 
to Lowering of Exchange Rate, 


PARIS, Dec. 3.—A difference has arisen 
between the United States and Greece in 
regard to settlements on international 
postal ‘money orders. The American 
Government has been paying balances in 
favor of. Greece, according to the usual 
procedure, by check on Paris. The inter- 
national postal convention provides that 
these obligations are “‘ payable in guld 
by check on Paris."’ 

The Greek Government contends that 
on account of the decline in exchange 
rates it has lost more than 500,000 francs 
($100,000,) and has presented a bill w 
the amount to Washington. 

It is understood here that the American 
Government declines to make this pay- 
ment., The Greek Government now of- 
fers to submit the question to interna- 
tional arbitration, but Washington thus 
far has not accepted tne suggestion. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
between the American and Greek Gov- 
ernments, Postmaster General Burleson 
said tonight, exist only because of the re- 
fusal of Greece to accept payment of the 
money order balante by any exchange 
other than francs gold checked on Paris. 
Mr. Burleson said that‘he had offered to 
settle accounts in full by practicable 
methods, but ‘Greece had insisted upon 
payment in gold through the Paris ex- 
change—an impossibility since France 
placed a prohibition against the export 
of gold during the war. 

There is no disagreement as to the 
amount due Greece, and the Postmaster 
General explained that the postal money 
order convention, which. had been in 
force from 1894 until its recent suspen- 
sion, expressly stated that any differ- 
ence arising over money order exchanges 
between the United States and Greece 
would not be subject to international ar- 
bitration.

Informal but. efficient local courts 
have been evolved to which, men who 
consider, themselves .exempt from ser- 
vice or think they have. been wrong- 
ly classified may appeal, .and even a 
court of ape from the decisions of 
these loc tribunals.

GERMAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Nov. 6.—During the days of 
the gréat’ September-October Anglo- 
French pffensive—which turned out to 
be not 0 great as to results despite the 
vast scale on ‘which it was projected— 
all train schedules went to smash soon 
after the passenger left the French 
frontier town: of Audun-le-Roman. 

Whether you were traveling via Lon- 
guyon or‘via Longwy, it was the same. 
From Audun-té Longuyon Is only fifteen 
miles, but ‘our train was half a day 
making the distance. Every hour was 
&@ ¢ritical hour and the rule was ‘“ am- 
munition first.” -That rule was abso- 
lute. When the ammunition trains hed 
rumbled by our ‘train would manage to 
steal ghead a few kilometers~pending 
the céming of more ammunition trains, 
which had the right of way. There was 
a rush 6f troops to the front, too, but 
even they did not have the right of way 
over ammunition. 


Cheers from the Wounded. 

The traffic we passed that was home- 
ward bound—that is, bound to Germany 
—was mostly trainloads of slightly 
wounded men standing closely packed in 
freight cars. They looked tired and 
grimy, ut they had a good round 
cheer left in them for every trainload 
of fresh troops going forward. . 

The hospital trains carrying the seri- 
ously wounded were far less frequent. 
It was the old story of shrapnel again, 


| the story of wounds which, though they 


put a man out of commission, do not 
shatter him. 

Some black-robed nuns had joined us 
‘at Coblenz and we had thought that 
they were going to the front to nurse 
the wounded. But at nightfall they 
dropped off at Longuyon, where they 
were to take up their duties in the hos- 
pitals for soldiers stricken with ty- 
phoid. They stood a long time on the 
station platform in the misty rain. 
Finally some soldiers came and led 
them away. into the-night—the silent, 
black-robed women who had asked no 
questions and uttered no word of com- 
plaint at the delay. 


A Picture of Acquiescence. 

They made a strange impression on 
the beholder, for they seemed so aloof 
from all the grime and stir and clamor 
around them and still so unquestioningly’ 
to accept it, In no glance or gesture of 


excitemént. The six figures stood for 
the most perfect acquiescence I ever 
observed. Their work awaited them 
and they were ready for it. .That 
seemed to be their whole story, 

From Audun-le-Roman and thence all 
the way across northeastern France the 
railway. stations bear German signs 
lettered in black on boards that have 
been painted white, and these signs 
glare at the passerby, from: beneath the 
old French signs that used to give in- 
formation: to travelers. ‘‘ Zum Bad,” 
with.an arrow after the letters, points 
the soldier to the German bathhouses 
which have been established in or near 
all the railway stations in occupied 
France. 

Warning Against Spies. 

Another sign that you see not only at 
the railway stations and other places of 
public resort in occupied territory, but 
also in the restaurants, theatres, ‘rail- 
way stations, and street cars of Ger- 
man cities — especially Berlin — warn 
soldiers to be careful in their conversa- 
tion, for spies may be about. This is 
the tersé German of it:

Prize | BANKS ASK FOR $25,000,000/ 


And Will Take Balance of Loan 
After Demands of Other Sub- 
scribers Are Satisfied. 


OTTAWA, Deo. 3.—The Canadian do- 
mestic war loan haa been increased 
ftom $50,000,0im to $100,000,000. This 
Was announced tonight by the . WwW. 
T. White, the Minister of Finance, who 
had previously announced that sub- 
scriptions to the loan had been more 
than double the amount sought. It is 
stated unofficially that the subscrip- 
tions are now more than $106,060,000. 

The decision to sell $100,000,000 worth 
of bonds was reached at a conference 
between *Mr. White and large’ bidders 
and chartered banks. Agents of the 
chartered banks applied for $25,000,000 
worth of the bonds. 

All subscribers for blocks of bonds 
up to. $50,000 will ‘receive the entire 
quantity sought. Subscribers for blocks 
of more than $50,000 will receive the 
entire amount asked for unless they 
reduce their subscriptions before Dec. 
18. Chartered banks will take the bal- 
ance of the $100,000,000. 

The official announcement follows: 

The question of the artotment of the 
war loan has been unrffier careful con- 
sideration by the Minister of Finance. 
From the returns received to date it is 
clear that if, in accordancé with the 
announced intention of the Govern- 
ment the subscribere for moderate 
amounts are favored and the issue 
confined to fifty millions, only @ small

TELLS OF GERMAN ATTACK 


Did Not Go te. Dunsiey’s Ald or Try 
te Ram Submarine—Went 
Down on the Bridge. 


The White Star liner Adriatic arrived 
yesterday from Liverpool with $8,000,000 
in gold. for New York banks, 199 pas 
sengers, and 2,645 sacks of mail, un- 
der command eof Captain William 
Finch, whe commanded the Arabic 
when she was torpedoed by a Gem 
man su on Aug. 19 off the coast 
of Ireland and sank in eleven minutes, 
drowning forty-seven passengers, 
whom two were American citizens. 

Captain Finch ts the first commander 
in the White Star service to receive an- 
other command after losing a ship. This 
is his twentieth year in the company. 
From the day he started with the Gaelic 
in the San Francisco-China trade Cap- 
tain Finch hes never had his bonus 
stopped on account of @ minor accident, 
such as knocking a coal hoist into the 
river, bumping his bewa egainst a pier 
head, or rubbing the letters off a ship's 
side. i

EL PASO, Texas, Dec. .3.—‘* Recog- 
j/ nition. without physieal assistance is 
without value to the de facto Govern- 
ment -of Mexico,”’ declared General 
Venustiano Carranga, executive head of 
the Méxican Government, in an author- 
ized statement issued tonight through 
the office. of Consul General Gracia. 
‘*'We have dissipated the Villa revolu- 
tion against the authorized Government,” 
Carranza continued. ‘‘It is not Villa 
now, but the roving bands of bandits 
under him, which we fear most. As long 
as the United States continues to lend 
moral aid to them by failing to main- 
tain'a rigid embargo on the-border we 
will be powerless to establish a cen- 
tral government and restore permanent 
eace. The de facto Government is now 
n communication with its authorized 
mbassador at Washington, and will 
nsist that the embargo, which was 
romised, be made effective against all 
‘actions but the de facto Government. 
‘The executive head is now trying to 
formulate a permanent organization, to 
put into effect plans for the central 
Government, and to establish a stable 
monetary system, The Government in- 
tends to carry out the reforms as prom- 
ised in the Constitutional Convention. 
With the assistance of the United States 
this will be made possible at once, to- 
gether with a permanent and lasting 
peace.’’

PERKINS URGES. PUBLICITY. 


Says It Will Cure Many Evile in Our 


Political and .industrial Life. 


George W. Perkins told 250 members 
of the Advertising Club of New York 


fifth Street yesterday that he believed 
publicity would remove most of the evils 
in the political and industrial life‘of the 
country. He also expressed the opinion 
that as long as telephones and. other 


Sherman Anti-trust law would be a 
“gorap of -paper,”: and that publicity 
would be a good. substitute for that 
measure, because it would abolish false 
prospectuses, overcapitalization, and 
stock watering, ; 

In saying that there should be.a law 
requiring the game publicity in politics 
as we aim to have in business, he cited: 
his own open letters attacking the pro-' 
posed State Constitution and appearing 
in Tum New York Times and.- other 
newspapers, as the right kind of poiiti- 
cal pub Agity. 

“TI believe that publicity would set- 
tle most of the disputes between capital 
and labor, or even prevent those dis- 
putes,’ said Perkins, ‘‘ Secrecy, 
concealment, lack of information have 
done more than anything’ else to arouse 
suspicion on the part of dabor that all 
was not so. fair and equitable as it 
should be between capital and labor. I 
am perfectly satisfied that labor is more 
than willing that capital should have & 
handsome return in the way of interest: 
or dividends, but when it does not know 
whether that return is‘fair, handsome, 
or exorbitant, you cannot expect labor 
to be contented and free from suspicion. 

‘We Americans are not raid of 
things simply because they ate big,” 
he said, ‘“ provided that th are big 
in the open; but we arte afraid of secre- 
tive, blind pool methods. And it is 
largely because of secretive blind pool 
methods that our people. have been 
afraid of large aggregates of: capital 
under what is known as corporate con- 
trol. That is why they have been afraid 
of legislation conducted. by a small 
group. of men in star chamber councils.”

WATERTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 3.—Tes- 
timony today at the military trial of 
Colonel Robert L. Hirst of the Third 
Infantry was all in favor of the Col- 
onel, who is charged with mistreating 
Private Michael Greene after the sol- 
dier had assaulted him.

Famous British Player Describes 
Disadvantages and Nature- 
Regulated Conditions. 


' Harold A. Hilton, the former British 
golf champion and one of the foremost 
amateur players in the world, has com- 
pared the woman and man players. He 
says the former have not the physical 
attributes of the’ men and that nature 
precludes a woman from playing @ game 
in which any degree of physical force is 
necessary as Well as a man. The com- 
parison of the woman's disadvantages 
was due to a@ remark made to Hilton 
shortly after he had played his memo- 
rable match with Miss Leitch, when a 
friend said, ‘‘ If these women go on im- 
proving at the rate they are doing at 
present,.they will soon be nearly as g00d 
as you men.”’. Hilton in discussing this 
phase of golf said: ’ 

“Women golfers will never be’ as 
good as the men. This cannot be as long 
as woman is woman and man is man. 
Nature absolutely precludes a woman 
from playing a game in which any de- 
gree of physical force is necessary, as 
wellasa man. They have not the physi- 


cal attributes maceenerr for the playing 
of forceful games, and, moreover, they 
are t gifted with the fine muscular 
touch of the male being. 

‘““The touch of the average woman 
may be.lighter than that of the average 
man; but it lacks those cat-like prop- 
erties which are the gift of the male— 
proper ss which represent the com- 

ination of power and touch which is 
essential in the playing of all 
even the ogtipere rar ear” least 
forceful of games—billiards I have 
heard peopie solemnly asert that if ever 
women took to billiards seriously they 
would of a surety prove better at the 
game than men, if only on account of 
their more delicate touch; but you will 
never find a professional billiard player 
to indorse this view. Woman may have 
the more delicate touch in the sense that 
it is more fragile, but it fails‘in muscu- 
lar application, and that is why the 
fair sex have not the same command 
of the club as the male being has in the 
playing of the more delicate shots in 


golt. 
‘It igs in this department of the game 
that, in my opinion, the man holds such 
an enormous advantage. His muscular 
touch enables him to. play a certain 
class of ghots with ease, white the lade 
players is always strivi Ward t@ ac- 
complish a similar result, This dis- 
arity ig not in any way due to the 
act that th the cleverer ex- 
ponent of the two; it ig simply the 
result of the difference in the physical 
attributes. There are limitations to a 
man’s power in the playing of strokes 
at golf. There are even greater limita- 
tions in the case of the fair sex, and 
the whole question, when discussing the 
relative merits of the -golfing man and 
the golfing woman, resolves itself into 
the argument as to which of the two 
sexes has taken the fullest advantages 
of the attributes which Nature has 
presented them with. That is an u- 
ment upon which it is well-nigh_im- 
possible to express a view; but I do 
not think that at present there are 
greater possibllities in the way of im- 
provement in connection with the game 
of the fair sex than in the game played 
by the stronger sex, as there is always 
the probabl of some superathletic 
woman making her appearance in the 
realm of golf and producing a game 
some strokes per round better than the 
best lady player of the present day, 
while in men's golf we would appear 
to have nearly approached the limit of 
excellence, as it is a little difficult to 
imagine any~human being playing the 
ame in a more successful manner than 
ardon, Braid, and Taylor when at 
their best. . sts 
‘““ Women golfers are at a serivus dis- 
advantage as compared with men, in 
many ways, and most of these disadvan- 
tages are in relation to physique, as they 
are weaker in every department of the 
human frame, and this comparative 
weakness means lack of stability and 
balance, and although I. have seen it 
stated that women are more elegant 
when er gy J ‘the game than the male 
, piggeel this is an opinion with which I 
o not agree, as the man has an infi- 
nitely better balance in the upward 
swing of the club. Moreover one has 
only to compare the photographs of. the 
sexes at different times in the finish of 
the swing of a golf club to realize this. 
Where is the lady golfer to be found 
whose upward swing can compare with 
that of Mr. Ball in the matter of grace? 
And, again, can one name a member of 
the fair sex who can be said to finish 
the swing with the same elegant degree 
of control that Harry Vardon exhibits? 
‘They do not exist. Woman's great sav- 
ing grace in this question of elegance is 
the habiliments she wears. eminine 
fashions aid her in hiding inelegant ac- 
tions in the lower part of her anatomy.

in the garb of bo would appear ex- 
tremely inelegant-players. On the other 
hand, the addition of a skirt would add 
greatly to the attractiveness of e 
methods of many a man, and it may be 
said that an extremely long skirt wili 
cover quite a multitude of the sins of 
inelegance. 

‘If there is one portion of the. human 
anatomy in which a woman is stronger 
than another—at least, comparatively 
stronger—it is in the forearm, and when 
she is called upon to apply her strength 
in any exceptional degree, it will in- 
variably be noticed that it is the fore- 
arm whick she will bring into requi- 
sition. This especially apviies to the 
sect fof of the game of golf. Some lady 
golfers who have ‘develo short 
swings trust almost entirely to the 
strength of their forearm in ob 
ing length. On the other hand, there 
are some who rely upon the exceptional 
freedom of joint which ‘the average wo- 
man enjoys. With this exceptional free- 
dom and lissomeness she can perform 
feats which the average man cannot 
nope to emulate. 

“The woman athlete has one great ad- 
vantage over mere man. She may not 

as muscularly strong, but there is 
never any great risk of her failing 
through being muscle bound, and I have 
known many male golfers who have 
failed sadly at the me through that 
very doubtful gift of nature; overmus- 
cular development. This can never be 
@ woman’s fate; her handicap lies in the 
power of exceptional freedom and a cer- 
ain lack of the muscular power neces- 
sary to control that freedom. Omitting 
the question of the work on the greens, 
in which the matter of comparative 
Agere a should not material- 
y apply, I consider thdt the most reli- 
able and the strongest part of a wo- 
man's game jis in the work from the 
tee. She does not. drive anything like as 
far as the male golfer. She has not the 
strength of muscle or sinew to accom- 
plish this, but her natural freedom of 
action enables her to ply full pressure 
in the playing of a shot in which the 
ball is teed up clear of the ground. In 
playing through the green she is not 
particularly successful with her wooden 
clubs, unless the is lying more or 
less teed up. She cannot su 
cient “nip” to the shot to ge 
away from an indifferent Ife. 
cessful playing of such strokes requires 
strength of hand and fingers, and that 
is the prerogative of man and not of 
woman. 

“The iron play of lady golfers cannot 
be- considered their strong point: in 
truth, one would be inclined to suggest 
that it represents thé very weakest of 
their armory of strokes, They are com- 
paratively. accurate when playing full 
shots with an iron club, mainly for the 
reason that in such situations they can 
swing the club freely. It is when they 
come to play the class of» iron. shot 
which requires muscular control of the 
club, and what ‘may be termed " forc-

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THE GERMAN WAR LOANS. 

The cable announced yesterday that 
the subscriptions “paid in cash” on 
the third German war loan were 10,- 
452,600,000 marks, or 86 per cent., 
- while the amounts advanced by the 
loaning institutions were 630,700,000. 
The percentage in cash and the num- 
ber of subscriptions are larger for 
each loan, and are admirable evidences 
~ of the universality of the German sen- 
timent in support of the German 
cause. The separate subscriptions for 
the third loan were 3,551,746, for the 
second: 2,691,060, for the first 1,177,- 
235. The. number of small subscrip- 
tions also is constantly larger. Thus 
the applications for 2,000 marks or less 
for the third loan are 2,988,799, for 
the second 2,113,220, for the first 
926,059. In his speech on the third 
German war loan Dr. HELFFERICH 
toucflea upon this point thus: 

At the time of the first important 
payments on the second war loan the 
loans: of our loan institutions exceed- 
ed the sum of. 1,500,000,000 marks. 
Since then this sum has long ago 
dropped below one billion-marks. Of 
the loans made by the loan institu- 
tions not more than 536,000,000 marks 
consisted of advances for payments on 
the second war loan. This sum has 
in the méantime been reduced to 292,- 
000,000 marks. This ig not much more 
than-8 per cent. of the total of nine 
billion marks which has been up to 

\ today paid in on the second war loan. 

They (our enemiés) ‘spread abroad 
with an obstinacy which simply will 
not be taught \better the assertion that 

our war loans are simply nothing but 
artifice. * * * Thig systematic and 
continued depreciation of dur financial 
power, this libeling of what goes on 
in Germany, has‘done us endless dam- 
age. 

’ The doctor proceeded along this line 
respecting the savings banks, showing 
that their deposits had increased in the 
first half of 1915 1,500,000,000 marks, 
and that the savings banks themselves 
- had contributed to the loans 1,800,000,- 

000 marks. Since July their condition 
had improved, so that with twenty 
billions of marks deposits, their funds 
are intact and their position stronger 
than before the war. Similar state- 
ments were made regarding the other 
banking institutions. There is no dis- 
count from the patriotism disclosed. 
Germans are rallying to the support of 
the Fatherland in a manner rivaled 
only in France, and worthy of imita- 
tion in England, where the contrast is 
‘painful. The corresponding classes of 
British workmen are not putting their 
money into the savings banks and sub- 
scribing to the loans. British accounts 
say that they are buying gem rings, 
coming to work in automobiles, and 
rioting with unaccustomed frequency. 
Waste comes out of the taxpayers, of 
course, an economy by the State is the 
last thing that the wage earners of 
England want. This week there is a 
strike by colliers, who have no griev- 
ance except .that non-union workers 
aré employed, being satisfied with the 
wages, The-contrast is in Germany’s 
favor, and can but inspire anxiety re- 
garding England’s outlook in peace, 
however it may be in war. There have 
been great subscriptions to German 
war loans, no less than $443, 500,000 in 
subscriptions above $250,000. In Eng- 
_Yand the rich have been even. more 
generous, the British subscriptions 
having been as conspicuous for their 
size and fewness as the Germans for 
their smaliness and number. On the 
comparison the record favors Germany 
4n this respect. 

‘The explanation is less reassuring 
for the Imperial cause. Apparently 
the banks are advancing smaller por- 
tions of the loan subscription because 
there is so much “cash” in the form 
of notes ‘outside the banks, so that 
everybody has. money to.spare, Dr. 
Hetrrericn’s remark that each Ger- 
A man Ioan has been issued at a higher 
‘price and that the German quotations 
aré fising while other quotations are 
falling is ingenuous. The facts are so, 
“but there are other facts, the chief 
one being that German prices are 
made in Germany and good only in 
Germany. Gold payments are made 
to foreigners by other countries, al- 
though among themsélves paper cir- 
culates ‘as in Germany.. Theoretically,

yenve | HELFFERICH cites is subject to the dis- 


count indicated by the fact that 4 
marks are worth less than 80 cents 
instead. of 96 cents. With that cor- 
rection | the prices officially given are 
adverse rather than favorable. The 
“cash” which Germany supplies. ‘to 
its citizens the Government must take 
from the taxpayers, and there is a 
point at which it will no more sus- 
tain soldiers in the field than citizens 
at home. If Germany Insists upon 
trading on German prices and in Ger- 
man money its relations with the 
world will cease, whatever the success 
of its arms. We know how it is be- 
cause our Government was compelled 
to enact that obligations payable to it 
at the Custom Houses should he in 
gold. Germany’s Generals can win 
no victory against economics, however 
cunning German finance. World re- 
lations are necessary to a solvent Ger- 
many, and it is losing world confi- 
dence. 

Dr. HELFFERIOH even jests about the 
statement that there is no deprecia- 
tion in the franc or the pound, but 
only in the bill of exchange. His 
hearers laughed loudly at his quota- 
tion of Rrbot’s statement, “There is 
“no depreciation in our credit; there 
“ere simply difficulties in paying.” 
The difference ‘between the cases is 
that England and France are paying 
despite difficulties and that Germany 
has stopped real payment of taxes and 


obligations until after the war. Ger- 


many proposes to conquer its solvency. 

On this head the official words of 
the Secretary of the Imperial Treas- 
ury are worth quoting: 

If Gop gives us the. victory, and 
with it the possibility of shaping the 
peace according to our needs and our 
vital necessities, then we may not, 
along with all factors, forget the 
question of costs; we owe that to the 
future of our people. The entire 
future manner of life of our people 
must, so far as is in any way possible, 
remain freed and be Hberated from the 
tremendous burden which the war is 
piling up. The inciters of this war 
have earned for themselves the leaden 
weight of the billions; let them, not 
us, carry it through’ the decades. 
Germany wishes to collect a second 

indemnity on a scale which would dis- 
arm her opponents more effectually 
than before, But the case is different. 
The world did not perceive the bear- 
ings of the first indemnity. The world 
has witnessed the use made of it, and 
is in a mood of: protecting itself 
against the like upon a greater scale, 
Germany has lost more than the 
world’s financial confidence. Ger- 
many has lost the world’s moral confi- 
dence. That is a factor of peace rather 
than war, and Germany will find that 
her triumph in war, if attained, will 
be barren in peace. Almost the ‘whole 
commercial world is_ against German 
arms. The entire world will be against 
German commerce in peace on the 
basis of what is being done in her 
name by her Generals and financiers 
alike. 








VAGUE AS YET. 

Mr. CHARLES D. Hues, Chairman 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, has talked with fifty of its 
fifty-three members about Republi- 
can ‘ Presidéntial preferences” in 
their States. The usual edifying if 
barren fact emerges. Many hold that 
Mr. Justice Huacues would be the 
strongest candidate, but his course as 
to his nomination in Nebraska is 
thought to show that he won't ac- 
cept the prize. Exuimvu Root has 
many friends, has them even in West- 
ern States wont to sniff at everything 
of New York. It is perfectly safe, 
highly respectable, and entirely non- 
committal as to one’s real choice for 
President to praise men believed im- 
mune from the lightning. 

In spite of the catalogue of Favorite 
Sons, Borkau, BuBTon, CuMMINS, and 
so on, there is no evidence of a wide 
and strong Republican feeling for 
any candidate. Local “ booms” may 
be spread and cultivated in Stdtes 
contiguous to or far away from their 
native soil, but as yet the preliminary 
flourishes and canvasses stir scanty 
interest. In a few days the date of 
the Republican National Convention 
will be settled upon by the National 
Committee: The place is inevitable, 
And by the time the first Presidéntial 
primaries are held interest may have 
quickened. The war and its foreign 
and domestic corollaries have abated 
partisan ardor, It is to be feared 
that the meeting of Congress will 
breed altogether too much of that 
more or less suspended bitterneas.,| 
But there is no visible bitterness 
among Republicans. As yet the pros- 
pects of candidates are vague, rosy 
visions. In the next few months will 
Republicans makeup their minds?

A GOOD BEGINNING. 

The verdict of guilty returned by 
the Federal jury in the case of KARL 
BuENz, agent of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Line, and the three employés of 
that line, will be received by the 
country with a far deeper and more 
general satisfaction than usually at- 
taches to a jury’s finding even when 
the trial is of universal ititerest. The 
interest here was universal and the 
result deeply satisfying, because with 
the exception of the enforced recall 
of the Austrian Ambassador this is 
the first instance in which the protest 
of the American people against acts 
perpetrated on our soil in the in- 
terest of a foreign Government and in 
violation of our laws has come to 
definite achievement. The conviction 
in this case is notice to all concerned 
that, in the words of Assistant Fed- 
eral District Attorney Woop, “the 
“laws passed by Congress’ must be 
“obeyed and respected.” We have 
been much too tolerant, we have com- 
placentiy put up with offenses against 
our laws, with innumerable unneutral 
acts, with criminal conspiracies. As 
the public impatience and the public 
resentment have increased, the won- 
der has grown why something was 
not done about it. Something has 
now been done and the conviction in 
this case is a good augury for the out- 
come in other like procedures; it is at 
least due notice that we have not for- 
gotten the purpose for which our laws 
were enacted, that the soil of the 
United States is not a free field for 
operations in the interest of European 
belligerents. 

It is to be kept in mind that these 
defendants were found guilty of 
violating our mtnicipal law; under the 
form of the indictment and the ruling 
of the court no offense against inter- 
national law or against our neutrality 
was involved. The charges on which 
conviction was secured were that 
these persons had obtained port clear- 
ances by making false manifests, and 
that thereby the records of the Gov- 
ernment, to which these manifests 
were transmitted, had been falsified. 
To be sure, the rulings of the court 
and the contentions of counsel that 
the sending of supplies from this port 
to German warships at sea Was no 
violation of our neutrality must’ not 
be extended by any process of reason- 
ing beyond the limits of the facts in 
this case, for it is obvious that per- 
sistence in such practice might make 
the Port of New York a naval base 
for a belligerent Government. It will 
be recalled that the British ships of 


hearby waters were not supplied from 
any American port, and theré was a 
loud outcry when it was reported that 
@ smaljl quantity of beef and some 
hewspapers had béeh sent out to one 
of those ships from this port. The 
ordinary operatiofis of commerce are 
one thing, the establishment of a 
naval base is quite another.

AN EFFICIENT NAVY. 

The articles contributed to’ The 
North American Review by Rear Ad- 
miral BrapLey A. Fiske have un- 
doubtedly conveyed to the minds of 
their readers a new and clear idea of 
what efficiency means in a navy and 
of the comparative uselessness of a 


navy without efficiency. It is safe 


to assume that the number of persons 
ready to read carefully such illumi- 
nating articles as these is much 
larger now than it was a year or so 
ago. Realization of the importance 
of adequate defense to a country is 
growing in the United States. Still, 
to most of us a fleet is merely a group 
of warships and tenders of varying 
sizes, and nothing more. The meas- 
ure of the responsibility which rests 
upon a fleet commander we can 
scarcely realize even after reading 
Admiral Fisxn’s lucid statements. 
The even larger responsibility borne 
by the superiors of the fleet com- 
mander we can hope to understand 
only in & general way. But under- 
standing on those matters is larger 
now than it used to be. 

It is not the business of the people 
of a nation to direct the actions of 
their armies and navies in a perilous 
crisis, or, for that matter, of their 
representatives in Congress. The 
responsibility then must rest upon the 
President and the commanders who 
have been chosen. But it. is within 
the power of Congress, acting by the 
will of the people, so to prepare for 
adequate defense that the navy will 
always be maintained at a high point 
of efficiency and the land forces 
ready for mobilization. The faults of 
our navy, Admiral Fisxs thinks, are 
due to our lack of a General Navai 
Staff, or an effective equivalent for 
such an authority. We have a Navy 
Department presided over by a civilfan 


‘Secretary, the beginning of whose term 


of office must always be a period of 
bewilderment because of the conflict- 
ing influences with which he must 
deal. We have a General Board of 
tried and highly competent officers 
whose authority is too lightly regard- 
ed. .-We have a Naval College, con- 
trolled by experienced officers. But 
there is in existence now no general 
plan to be followed without delay in 
case of a sudden alarm of war. 
Ships we can build, and we are 
building them. No navy has better 
officers. But an all-powerful, wholly 
competent controlling force to put 
ships and men to the best possible use 
for the defense of the country we 
lack. The services of all the great 
inventors and mechanical engineers 
in the world would not supply that 
deficiency in the hour of need. Ad- 
miral Fisx# testified before the House 
Naval Committee last December that 
it would require five years to put our 
navy in a condition to fight effectively 
against an effective enemy. That 
was regarded as sensational testi- 
mony at the time. It was the ex- 
pression of the sincere conviction of 
a naval commander of ripe experience 
who has won distinguished honors in 
the service. Perhaps it has already 
had some effect upon the direction of 
the affairs of the navy. It ought to 
have its full effect. If within five 
years from this date, the eve of the 
assembling of one of the most im- 
portant sessions of Congress in the

country’s history, the American Navy 


is in a state of perfect efficiency, the 
movement for preparedness on sea 
will have succeeded. If we have 
trouble in the interim we shall have 
to make shift with what we have.

Reichstag in regard to the possibilities 
of such negotiations, the ensuing debate 
would reveal to the German public, 80 
much better informed than any other, 
that “‘the enemies of Germany, still 
blinded, believe in Germany's starva- 
tion, her economic prostration, and in 
similar illusions.” 


Just how widely such statements as/| 


these are accepted as true in Germany, 
just how many Germans sincerely think 
that the Allies are already beaten, it 
would be impossible for remote ob- 
servers of the situation to decide with 
atything like certainty. Unless, how- 
ever, a large number of them do so 
think and so accept, it would hardly 
be considered worth while, in the high 
military and political circles where the 
Overseas dispatches are prepared, to 
send out ‘‘ news” of this sort. At any 
rate, the semblance of surprise that the 
Allies do not admit defeat and ask the 
victors for the terms on which. peace 
will be granted is well maintained. 

Its implication, of course, is thdt such 
peace rumors as may come out of Ger- 
many are based on the assumption that 
vigtory is already won or in sight, and 
that, therefore, the rumors are indica- 
tive of neither fear nor weakness. As 
the Allies have a belief at least as firm 
and sincere that they, not the Germans, 
are advancing to sure and complete 
success, it is evident that at least for 
some time to come the Allies will con- 
tinue -to astonish their foes by not 
throwing down their arms and stand- 
ing humbly by while the German car- 
tographers revise the map of Hurope. 

That everybody should thus be -draw- 
ing, or pretending to draw, from the 
same facts eonclusions diametrically 
opposite, throws a strange light on 
human logic—or is it on human honesty? 
The only note missing from the great 
world chorus is that of uncertainty as 
to the outcome of the war!

Indeed, the argument of Professor Soley 
largely loses its force when it is re- 
ealled, first, that the principle of pro- 
motion by selection has from the be-_ 
ginning of the navy been recognized 
in the appointment of officers to con- 
‘duct in times of peace the more impor 
tant work of the navy, such as the heads 
of bureaus, members of special boards, 
&c.; and, second, that at rio time in the 
history of the navy has there been evi- 
dence of undue lack of competency on 
the part of officers of all ranks when 
serving at sea. The latter consideration 
is particularly true at the present time, 
for there is every reason to believe that 
for actual fighting efficiency our ships 
were never, evén in the war of 1812, 
better manned than now, nor their per- 
sonnel imbued with a higher morale. 

In brief, what weakness our navy now 
presents exists not in its juniors subject 
to promotion by seniority, but at its ad- 
ministrative head, in the selected body 
that presides over the destinies of the 
navy as a whole. This weakness is not 
chargeable to individual lack of ability, 
but is similar to that which the present 
war is revealing in both arms, of the 
British service, being due in great part 
to -subservience to traditions and its 
corollary, repression of individuality; 
and -to insufficient grasp. of .modern 
method, to neglect of the close special- 
ization that has characterized the Ger- 
Man military and naval. systema, and 
which has also been the basis of the 
marvelous industrial development at

Berlioz, Strauss, and Brahme’s Sec- 
ond Concerto—Harold Bauer, Soloist 


Both Berlioz’s ‘‘Romeo and Juliet” 
symphony and Brahms’s second piano- 
forte concerto, which, with Straugss’s 
‘‘ Till Eulenspiegel,’’ made up the pro- 
gram of the New York Symphony So- 
Giety’s, concert in Aeolian Hall yester- 
day afternoon, are not strangers to 
New York; but neither“is well known, 
even to. accustomed concertgoérs, from 
frequent repetition.

A FINE RHENISH SPECIMEN | 


“Adoration of the Magi,” a Weaving 
of Late XV. Century—Sculp- 
ture from a;Slamese Temple. 


Bight bedutiful tapestriés are placed on 
exhibition this month by the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art, bequésts by the late 
Mrs. Robert McM, Gillespie of New York 

d Stamford. The tapestries make one 
of the most interesting gifts the Museum 
has received, and fill in vacancies in its 
coléctiens. The gift was generously 


‘7 made, the Museum authorities being al- 


lowed to make their owg selection from 
among a number of tapestries which had 
belonged to the donor and to obtain those 
fitting best into the Museum collection. 
The bequest will be known as the Lillian 
Stokes Gillespie collection. A portrait of 
Mrs. Gillespie is in the Recent Accessions 
Room. Some of the tapestries are to be 
seen for the present in the Recent Acces- 
sions Room and two are in the big main 
hall of the Museum..

i Stocks Clea. my Dull Session 


: with Good: Gains—War 
Business Passing. 





Yesterday's stock market was less 

active than that ef the preceding ,day’s, 
but its tone was very much better, and 
traders reasoned that the fact of dull- 
ness, except on declines, indicated very 
good support. The list as a ‘whole made 
a. very good recovery from the .depres- 
sion. of ‘recent sessions, and some of the 
stocks regained all of their lost ground. 
Noticeable. for their iarge gains yes-' 
terday were Allis Chalmers, 
Bethlehem Steel, General Motors, In- 
ternational Nickel, Studebaker, .and 
Texas Company. Less conspicuous than 
these gains, but of greater significance; 
were the advances in standard rails. 
Reading, Southern Pacific, Union Pa- 
cific, and New York Central all profited 
by the day’s dealings. 
There is still a good deal of discussion 
in the financial district over the probable 
tone of the President's message to be 
delivered next Tuesday, and it is not 
likely. that there will be any marked in- 
crease in activity until the Sixty-fourth 
Congress has. been opened. Reports per- 
sist that the President hopes to supply 
needed’ increases in Government revenues 
through a tax of 45 cents per ton on pig 
iron, 50 cents per ton on fabricated steel 
products, 1° cent: a gallon on gasoline, 
and a reduction in the exemption limit 
on personal incomes of from $3,000 to 
$2,000. Whether the ‘proposed taxes 
would seriously interfere with prosperity 
is not so important at the moment as 
what the attitude of Congress toward 
such recommendations would be. 

It is the belief of ‘well-informed men in 
the financial district that war orders 
from now on will play a less important 

part in the foreign and domestic trade 
of the United States. When this busi- 
ness first began coming to manufactur- 
ers it was doubly welcome because of 
unused capacity in their plants, but in 
the last few months domestic consumers 
have bought on’ a much more liberal 
scale, and the relative importance of the 
way,demands has diminished proportion- 
ate Some of the steel companies 
which have figured largely in discus- 
sions of big war business, are now re- 
ceiving so much regular business that 
they will be well pleased to obtain no 
more contracts for munitions. 

Indications are that the stock market 
will not do much until the forthcoming 
message to Congress has been made 
public, and at least one of the uncer- 
tainties -of -the situation thereby re- 
moved.
